The F ilipino P e o p le - T h e ir Q ualifica­ 
tions for Self-Goveromect. 
Zamboanga, Moro Province, P. 1..

1907.—In approacbrng 
the 
consideration of this 
subject, 
the 
woeful lack of mental developm ent 
of the native people as a whole must 
be somewhat understood before any 
intelligent opinion can be formed. 
Figures 
showing 
tbe 
num ber 
ot 
natives who oan resd and write are 
lam entably Jame, pnd even m islead­ 
ing, if used as a basis to determ ine 
the self-governing 
qualifications of 
the Filipinos, as we underBtaud tbe 
term in the U nited States. 
I t is safe to say th a t fully 95 per 
C6ut of the native people are hope­ 
lessly lacking in that m ental develop­ 
ment, discipline, and general know ­ 
ledge which is so essential to p ro ­ 
gress, and which makes every A m eri­ 
can a self-governing 
u n it however 
illiterate he may be as regards mere 
book instruction. 
Many people ap ­ 
proach the consideration of th is s u b ­ 
ject iu total iguorance of these c o n ­ 
ditions. 
In fact, many are found to 
declare that tbe native has heen held 
in check in bis national developm ent 
by the Spaniard, and if released from 
the power of superior force, 
would 
speedily take his place among the 
nations of the East, such as they are, 
when, as s m atter of tru th , all p ro ­ 
gress so far made in these islan ds is 
due wholly to the white man, to the 
blood he has left here, and to his 
precept and example. 
This is con ­ 
clusively proven by the fact that iu 
those parts of the Islands wbeie the 
white maD’s influence nas never been 
exerted, the people are still savages 
in every sense of the word. 
Aud that 
the white man, after 300 years’ of 
effort, has been able to instill western 
civilization into more than 5 per cent 
of the people, will be denied by au 
overwhelming m ajority of both A m eri­ 
cans and Europeans here today. 


W h e D the history of these people is 
inquired into, the true state of affaivs 
met with here comes as no surprise, 
however disappointing it may be to 
those who thought they were able to 
see the day when a F ilip in o republic, 
“ sittin g docile at our feet, receiving 
from us civilization, laws, manners, 
and giving in tu rn everything the 
gratitude of a free people could give— 
love, obedieuce, tra d e ,” would be an 
accomplished fact. 


When 
the 
Spaniards 
arrived in 
these Islands some 300 years ago, the 
people 
found 
here were living iu 
tribes, possessing no w ritten history, 
no w ritten laws, no literature, no art, 
no agriculture, no m anufactures; in 
fact, they were living practically in a 
state of nature. 
At no tim e in the 
past had they been subjeot to any 
mental training other than th a t em ­ 
ployed in compassing 
th eir simple 
wauts. 
When it is rem em bered that 
about 300 years before C hrist, when 
the historic cu rtain tirst rises, the 
white m an ’s mental developm ent and 
the dicipline and control 
exercised 
over himself, was vastly superior to 
th at found here by the Spaniards only 
300 short years ago, what hope can be 
reasonably entertained that a n a tu ra l­ 
ly inferior people can cover a journey 
in 300 years which has taken us some 
5000 years to cover? 


The 5 per cent of the people who, 
if not overwhelmed by a sea of ig no r­ 
ance and savagery, are 
capable of 
building 
a~“ nation 
and 
expanding 
along tbe lines of western civilization, 
are altogether men of mixed blood. 
Among the full-blooded F ilipinos, 1 
know of not one who has made a suc­ 
cess in life worthy of the name, even 
when measured by the low standards 
of the East. 
Successful men among 
the natives iu law, 
medicine, art, 
commerce, are oondned to those of 
mixed blocd. This latter class, while 
possessing Du pride of ancestry, no 
traditions, knowing d o race, and with 
no experience, yet could 1 believe, 
with its grounding of 
white 
blood, 
found a stable governm ent aud expand 
along the lines of western civilization, 
but they are incapable of holding in 
check and guiding the 95 per cent 
who are ignorant, lazy, im provident, 
recognizing no law which restrains 
their desires, careless of hum an life, 
cruel, u n tru th fu l aud dishonest. 
J he 
O per ce n ta r9 bright, intelligent men, 
pleasant to meet, polite and consider­ 
ate to a degree, but th eir m ental pro­ 
cesses are practically reversed as com­ 
pared with the Americans. 
i'em per- 
mentally, they are tim id, never going 
directly at anything, thus creating 
the impression at flrst blush of being 
crafty and dishonest. 
They possess 
iu about equal parts, tbe chaiacter- 
istics, inclinations, 
tendencies and 
aspirations of 
tbe two raeos from 
which they spring. 
From the S pan i­ 
ard they receive the undying love of 
the gams ot politics, art, literature, 
music, aud from the Malay the love 
ot home, sim plicity of lite, gambliug 
instinct, indifference to commerce, 
and the lougiug to abandon civiliza­ 
tion aud take to tbe bosque. 
Were 
there atiy 
considerable num ber of 
this class in these Islands, we would 
not be here today, aud Spain would 
□ ot have been here any time within 
the past fifty years. 
i t is for tbe 
very reason th at there is not to exceed 
5 ner oent of the people here who are 
oapable of founding a stable govern­ 
ment and expanding 
acceptably to 
those nations whose good opinion is 
so essential to progress, th a t these 
people are not politically free. 
So far, 
1 have pointed out. only 
those influences which the iuexperi-

The new atom izer of Paul Kestoer, 
the F ien ch engineer, is a modified 
ventilating fan, and lo r an excessive­ 
ly tine spray tbe apparatus is a drum 
having tiOO or more blades around its 
periphery, with a sm all sup plem ent­ 
ary fan at tbe oenter of tbe drum . 
The concentration of fluids and tbe 
removal of d ust from gases are among 
tbe various uses. 
The fluid is fed 
into the atom izer with hot air or 
furnace gases, and the latter carry 
away the 
vapor with 
which they- 
qniokly become charged, 
while tbe 
concentrated liquid settles and can 
be drawn off. 
Coarse d u st readily 
separates wheu the gases are passed 
with water 
through 
the atomizer. 
Very Une d ust resists wetting, 
and 
for this three atom izers are used, the 
flrst charging the gases with warm 
vapor, the 
second 
condensing tbe 
vapor on tbe d ust particles by oool- 
ing, and the third rem oving the dust, 
which 
has 
been 
thus 
com pletely 
moistened. 
S unshine and health are usually 
supposed to go together, but Surgeon 
Chas. E. Woodruff, U. S. A., points 
out th at excessive 
su nligh t 
has a 
harm fulness th at clim atologists have 
neglected. I t retards vegetable growth 
and injuriously affeots animals. 
Tbe 
best developed men are not found in 
tbe su nn iest lands, dark forests ate 
chosen as sanitaria, and too much 
light is guarded against in treating 
tuberculosis, etc. 
I t is urged that 
city 
playgrounds 
should be shady 
parks instead of stuutiDg sand baths. 
The death of S ir William PerkiD, 
which occurred in London on Ju ly 14, 
has drawn renewed attention to tbe 
marvels of color chem istry. 
Since 
his discovery of aniline purple íd 
1856, 
his process 
has yielded 700 
shades, and tbe resulting industries 
now employ 120,000 men in Germany 
and 8100,000,000 
of capital in the 
U nited States. 
Tbe 8¡Dgle-piate process of color 
photography, upon which the Lum iere 
b rothers of Paris have been working 
several years, bas reached tbe stage 
where it is possible to take a picture 
in oolors upon a single plate in an 
ordinary camera with an exposure of 
one second or less. 
The special plate 
requires little 
more 
m anipulation 
than th at of ordinary photography. 
In making tbe plate, tb e glass flrst 
receives a single 
layer 
of stained 
grains of potato starch, an intim ate 
m ixture ot oraDge, green and violet 
form ing a microscopic mosaic of 5)4 
m illion particles to the square inch, 
with do vacant spaces; and this oolor 
screen is protected by a coat of w ater­ 
proof varnish haviDg the same refrac­ 
tion. 
A flnal coating is of gelatino- 
brom ide emulsion made sensitive to 
all colors. 
The plate is exposed with 
tbe glass back to tbe light and tbe 
rays entering the camera are absorbed 
by the starch grains of com plem entary 
color aud passed by others,—blue, for 
instance, 
being 
taken 
up by the 
orange grains, while green and violet 
pass and act on tbe em ulsion. 
White 
light acts under all colors. 
On d e­ 
velopm ent, 
the 
emulsion is black 
uuder portions reached by white light 
and transparent where tbe rays have 
been absorbed, so th a t tbe colored 
graius showing through give a picture 
of 
colors 
com plem entary 
to 
the 
original. 
A bath of aoid perm angan­ 
ate o ^ fio ta s h reverses the picture, 
bringing out the natu ral colors, 
by 
dissolving out the reduced silver and 
blackening other parts of tbe e m u l­ 
sion; 
while a diam idophenol 
bath 
and a varnish give brightness to the 
colors. 


The artificial 
respirator of Frof. 
George Foe of V irginia, sim ultaneous­ 
ly pumping gases from tbe lungs aDd 
forcing oxygen into them , is claimed 
to accomplish woDders in reviving 
vioMms of drowDing, suffocation, and 
poisoning by 
anaesthetics. 
I t in ­ 
cludes two 
small cylinders, tubes 
leading to the nostrils, and pluDgers 
th at are 
worked 
by 
baDd at tbe 
norm al rate of breathing, one cylinder 
connecting with an oxygen 
supply. 
A rabbit, “ d ead ” from m orphine and 
ether, was made to run about in six 
moDths. 


In India tbe intense heat d u tm g 
most of the year makes fans of some 
kind a necessity to the comfort of 
Europeans, and great success is pre­ 
dicted for the new apparatus th a t is 
being introduced by a German Arm, 
aud which consists of a portable fan 
driven 
by a hot-ali 
eDgine using 
kerosene as fuel. 
Tbe new' fan is 
less expensive aud more convenient 
than tbe elec.tiic fan and far more 
effective 
than 
the 
old-fashioned 
“ p u n k a h ,” or 
screen swung by a 
servant. 
Tbe lamp, holdiDg about a 
q u a rt of oil, has a small glass ch im ­ 
ney fitting into a larger metal cbim- 
□ey connected with the engine, and 
tbe faD, resembling the ordinary elec­ 
tric fan, is hung upon tbe top of the 
engine. 
The speed is regulated by 
tu ru in g tbe flame up or down. 
One 
Ailing of the lamp is sufficient for 
more than tw enty-four hours, and tbe 
cost of running is only one-flfth of 
th at of the electric fan.

The Native Sons, we presume, with 
the perm ission of the city trustees, 
have erected a large dancing platform 
in the vacant space at the north end 
of (Main street, adjoining the main 
bridge crossing the north fork. 
The 
platform is 80x60 in side, aud ¡runs 
clear across the creek, covering the 
footwalk on eaoh end, and projects 
beyond 
the sidewalk on tbe Main 
street side, several feet over the ro ad­ 
way. 
i t is a plain and palpable vio­ 
lation of 
law, prohibiting the ob­ 
struction 
of public highways. 
Of 
course, 
it is erected prim ariy for 
dancing purposes for the celebration 
of admission day on the 9th of S ep­ 
tember. 
I t is thought th at au open 
air dance is a much greater draw than 
one held in a hail. 
As far as space 
is concerned there is not much ad ­ 
vantage, the platform being but little 
larger than the hall. 
B ut there is no 
question th at it is a decided ad van t­ 
age in giving satisfaction to the p at­ 
rons of dancing, aud will therefore 
command a larger share ot patronage. 
The cost of this platform is estimated 
somewhere near $500; a sum far in 
excess of any possible receipts from 
the ball on admissiou day alone.

in the Destruction of Her Home.

Shortly after 8 o’clook Friday even­ 
ing the home of Eleanor Petty, an 
aged spinster who went by the name 
of Mrs Petty, was totally destroyed 
by fire, with all its contents. In the 
disaster Mrs Petty received burns 
from which she died about 12 hours 
after the conflagration. The destroy­ 
ed premises were situated on the 
banks of Jaokson oreek, just below 
the junction of the north fork with 
the main creek. 
The little home 
consisted of three rooms, and was 
owned by D. Mattley. Mrs Petty had 
made it her home for the past twelve 
years, She was living there alone 
at the time of the calamity. With a 
small sum allowed by the oounty and 
a few cents earned occasionally by 
sewing or washing she managed to 
eke out a living. 
How the Are ooourred is a matter 
of conjecture only. 
When the cry 
of Are was raised the rear part of the 
cottage was enveloped in flames. The 
rear room, where the Are evidently 
started was used as the bedroom. 
Those first to the scene found the 
front door barred. 
The flames bad 
not yet entered that room. Uf course 
the barred door conveyed the idea 
that the occupant was still in the 
burning house. Constable Laverone 
and H. E. Kay secured a stout piece 
of fire wood and used it as a batter­ 
ing ram, and broke in the front door, 
it was dark inside. 
Kay struck a 
match, and there on the floor, a few 
feet from the door lay Mrs Petty. 
She was clad only in her night 
dress, and was insensible. 
The two 
men had barely time to drag the 
prostrate form outside, when the en­ 
tire frout of the house was wrapped 
in flames. 
Nothing could be done 
toward saving any of the contents, 
and everything was reduced to ashes 
in less than fifteen minutes from the 
time the alarm was given. 
An examination of Mrs Petty show­ 
ed that she was burned about the 
neck, also the chest and face. 
The 
hair was burned from the back of her 
bead. 
Her burns were confined to 
the upper portion of the body Her 
night dress was but slightly burned. 
Although muoh disfigured, the super­ 
ficial burns were not fatal. 
It was 
the flames and gases she must have 
inhaled that affected the vital organs, 
and created apprehensions concerning 
her recovery. 
A few moments after her rescue 
from the building, she asked Dr. 
Endicott who was in attendance, it 
be thought she would get well. 
This 
was the only connected sentenoe she 
uttered. 
bbe was conveyed to the county 
hospital as quickly as possible, and 
everything was. there done for her 
relief, but without avail. She never 
regained consciousness, more than to 
ask tor water. 
She died the next 
morning about eight o’clock, twelve 
hours after receiving the injuries. 
The explanation of the sad allair 
can only ¿be surmised from the cir­ 
cumstances. The fact that she was 
undressed, and had barred the front 
door shows that she bad either retired 
or was preparing to retire for the 
night. 
She was a great reader, and 
would often read for hours after go­ 
ing to bed. A coal oil lamp was the 
source of light. It was evidently in 
the sleeping room that the fire origin­ 
ated. The only living things she had 
about the premises were two dogs, and 
a chicken hawk. The latter she had 
found in a wounded condition and 
was nursing it back to health. The 
bird she kept in the back room—the 
bedroom, and the canines were able 
to move in and out of the premises at 
pleasure, a bole being left iu the 
front door for this express purpose. 
Whether either of these pets had 
aught to do with the fatality can 
never be known to a certainty. 
The 
hawk was found in the woodshed after 
the fire, unharmed. 
it might have 
escaped through an open window, 
as deceased was accustomed to leavo 
one of the windows open at night dur­ 
ing the hot weather. 
The generally 
accepted theory is that the lamp 
caught fire or exploded. 
it is nor 
probable that she was asleeD at the 
time. The hour was too early. That 
she made a determined effort to ex­ 
tinguish the flames is more than pro­ 
bable. The burns on her hands and 
face, and the breathing of the fatal 
gases sufficiently attest this. Unable 
to stay the progress of the flames, she 
endeavored to save herself. The way 
through the back door was doubtless 
cut oft by the flames, and hence she 
tried to leave by the front door. 
To do so she had to travel the full 
length of the building, probably 
thirty feet. Her strength failed be­ 
fore she got to the door. 
All her 
injuries had been received before she 
fell, except perhaps a bruise on the 
forehead that might have been made 
when her rescuers stumbled in the 
hurry of getting her over the front 
doorstep. It is more than likely that 
she would have perished just the 
same if she had succeeded in gaining, 
an exit through the front door herself. 
Coroner Potter held an inquest the 
following afternoon. Nothing further 
was elicited to throw any light ou the 
sad affair, and the jury simply found 
that she came to her death from in­ 
juries received in the fire that de­ 
stroyed her home. 
Deceased was of a kindly and gener­ 
ous disposition, although peculiar 
and erratic in some respects, 
¡She 
was regarded as a trifle off mentally. 
She had been well educated, and is 
reported to have been a school 
teacher in her early days. 
Prior to 
coming to Jackson, she lived in Vol­ 
cano for many years. 
Her brother, 
A. Petty of that town was oounty 
assessor for one term, some 25 years 
ago. She leaves no near relatives, all 
having traveled to the silent laud 
before her. 
She was a native of 
Kentucky, aged about 65 years. 
It was brought out at the inquest 
that she had indulged in hints at 
suicide. Her talk in this direction 


was never taken seriously by those 
who knew her best, and furthermore 
she would never have adopted the 
destruction of her home by fire as the 
means of destruction. This theory is 
entitled to no consideration, aud all 
the circumstances are against it. 
Those, however, who knew of her 
reading habits by lamplight were ever 
fearful that disaster would be the 
culmination. 
The tragic end of this kindly 
though peouliar woman, cast a gloom 
over tho community. 
On the morn­ 
ing before the fire she was talking to 
acquaintances with more than usual 
cheerfulness. 
The funeral took place Monday 
morning. Mrs Harry Jones, her near­ 
est neighbor, and Mrs M. W. Folger 
went around and collected a sum 
sufficient to give her a Christian 
burial. G. L. Lewis, the new under­ 
taker, volunteered to furnish casket 
and attend to the funeraf free of 
charge. 
The sum of $15 was raised, 
and with this the expenses were de­ 
fayed. 
¡Services were held in the 
undertaking parlors on Mam street, 
Bev. O. E. Winning officiating. In­ 
terment was in the Jackson cemetery. 


Found Dead. 
Mis Ellen M. Malson was found 
dead in bed at her home near Dry- 
town on Monday morning last. 
¡She 
had been sick for several days, and 
kept to her room most of that time, 
but nothing serious was apprehended. 
The doctor from Plymouth had been 
attending her for several days, and 
called ¡Saturday for the last time, 
discovering nothing alarming in her 
condition, outside of the feebleness 
incident to old age. 
A Mrs Green was living in the 
bouse, attending to the housework, 
and waiting upon her. 
Mrs Malson 
slept in a room by herself,andMonday 
morning Mrs Green repaired to her 
room to see if she required anything. 
¡She was horrified to And her dead. 
¡She bad passed away without a 
struggle. 
The body was cold, in 
dicating that death bad taken place 
several hours. 
Deceased was a native of Vermont, 
aged 77 years, six months and 11 
days. For many years she had been 
a widow. 
She leaves four married 
daughters; namely, Mrs D. A. Patter­ 
son, Mrs Geo. W. fLeMoin, Mrs W. 
Blakeley of Drytowu, and Mrs Hattie 
Dennis of San Luis Obispo; also 
eleven grandchildren and live great 
grandchildren. 
Deceased was born in the state of 
Vermont, January 24, 1830. 
In 1848 
she was married to Alexander Car­ 
penter, who died in 1860. 
She was 
married a second time to Aron Mal- 
sou, who departed this life in 1897. 
She was one of the early settlers in 
California, and made three trips 
across the plains. 
First in 1850, 
locating at that time in Placerville. 
After returning to Wisconsin, she 
again crossed the'plains, arriving in 
Salt Lake City in 1859, enduring 
great 
hardships incideut to the 
junruey at that time. She again re­ 
turned to Winoonsin, and once mure 
crossed the continent, and located in 
Diytown, afterwards moving to Sutter 
Creek, thence to the neighborhood of 
Mt. Echo, and finally to the location 
on Dry creek, two miles below Drv- 
town, where she resided up to the 
time of her death,a period of 35 years. 
The funeral took place Wednesday 
afternoon, the remains being-laid by 
the side of her late husband, A. Mal­ 
son, in the cemetery at Drytown. 


Shingle Mill Destroyed. 
The sbinlge mill of Alonzo Jones, 
situated near Ham’s station, in the 
mountans, was ¡¡partly destroyed by 
fire last Thursday. 
The Are started 
while the men were at dinner. 
The 
boarding house is not more than fifty 
feet or so from the mill. No one was 
in the mill when the tire started. 
When seated at dinner, a column of 
smoke attracted attention, and upon 
looking into the source it was found 
that the mill was afire. 
The shed 
covering the mill was utterly destroy­ 
ed. it was a flimsy structure, and 
the loss in that regard was of little 
importance. The belting and saws of 
the machinery were ruined, also 
about 30,000 shingles and a large 
quantity of “ bolts,” logs sawn to the 
proper length preparatory to being 
sawn into shingles. 
The total loss is 
estimated at $400 or $500. 
The pro­ 
perty was uulnBured. The Are was no 
doubt accidental. 
The fuel used in 
Bring was saw dust, and it is believed 
that fire fell from the furnace and 
started a blaze in the loose saw dust 
on the floor. 
lhe loss is a severe 
blow to Jones, aud is likely to put a 
stop to shingle making for several 
weeks, if not for the season. 
It was 
the only shingle mill in operation in 
Amador couuty, and was turning out 
an average of 20,000 shingles a day. 


Teachers’ Examination. 
The board of education commenced 
the examination of applicants for 
teachers’ certificates last Monday. 
There is a larger class of applicants 
than has been before the board for a 
number of years. All told there were 
thirty-five applicants, all but two be­ 
ing fomalos. 
Nearly all are from 
points outside the oounty. 
The ex­ 
amination is still in progress. 
We 
will give the result next week. The 
last session of the legislature changed 
the law so that teachers’ examinations 
must be held semi-anuually, instead 
of annually, hereafter.

RAISING CHURCH FUNDS. 


The Kaffirs Mix In a L o t of Fun With 
Their G e n e r o sity . 
The gentle Kaffir v.-lieu he does be­ 
come C hristianized has his own ideas 
of the best m ethod of raising funds 
for the support of the “cause.” From 
th e subjoined description of a native 
m eeting sent home by a missionary it 
would appear th at native generosity, 
although of a rough and tum ble char­ 
acter, is distinctly productive of w ays 
and m eans: 
“Recently I attended a native tea 
meetiug, a t w hich more than £12 w as 
raised by this very poor congregation. 
T heir w ay of doing it w as characteris­ 
tic r.tid am using. They i>aid 2 shillings 
to sit down to tea. Then some one 
would pay 3 shillings for such and 
such a m an to be required to get up 
again aud leave the table. The man 
thus assailed would pay 3s. fid. for 
leave to sit down again. There w as a 
special table a t w hich six could sit, 
paying an extra shilling each for the 
privilege. 
They had ju st got seated 
w hen a m an paid 7 shillings to clear 
them out, and they paid another 8 shil­ 
lings to sit on, aud so itrw ent on. They 
arrange all this them selves, and this Is 
I th eir w ay of giving to the cause. One 
m an had a tin of sirup. H e said he 
would pay 2 shillings to pour it over 
another m an’s head who had got him ­ 
self up well in a large collar, etc.; this 
m an paid 3 shillings to be let off, the 
first m an 4 shillings again to do it, the 
other 5 shillings to escape, the first 6 
shillings to do It—and did It, and, oh, 
the laughter and the mess!” 


Those of 
England Called the 
Most 
Obliging and Helpful. 
There is no country w here the m at­ 
te r of landing from American passeu- 
ger ships is so easy and so expeditious­ 
ly done as England, says the Travel 
M agazine. Of course it is a free trade 
country, the freest in the whole world. 
There are duties levied on tobacco and 
spirits, but travelers are allowed a 
half pound of tobacco in any shape and 
a half pint of spirits, w hich also in ­ 
cludes perfume. 
Sugar is dutiable, 
w hether in grain, sw eets or in jam , but 
a small quantity is freely passed. In 
all cases, however, these goods m ust be 
th e actual property of the passenger 
an d be for his use and control. Cocoa, 
coffee and tea are also dutiable, as are 
reprints of English books. Outside of 
these things, as named, passengers can 
bring 
in 
anything — motors, 
cycles, 
horses, but not dogs, which anim als a 
no t to exceed six m onths’ quarantine 
aw aits. Keep dogs on the American 
side. The custom s officials are Ufe ap­ 
pointees—under the civil service—and 
will be found m ost obliging and help­ 
ful. In fa c t they are a model to the 
custom s world. Tell the truth at all 
tim es to these officials and you will be 
all right. They are m arvelously keeu 
<on spotting the supposedly sm art liar. 
Lying doesn't pay “annyhow, Ilinnes- 
ey!” a t home or abroad.

O perating expense, th at prim e factor 
hi all transportation problems, is here 
reduced to a minimum, for there Is no 
motive power so cheap as the free 
w inds of heaven aud no other craft so 
well adapted to utilize and control this 
force. 
The sails are of handy form 
and can be readily handled from the 
feck by a handful of m en or w ith 
steam power If desired. 
The schooner 
can sail several points nearer the eye 
of the wind than a square rigger is 
able to do. 
B uilt on the old clipper model, they 
sail like w itches and owing to their 
peculiar constructions can be readily 
loaded and discharged. 
They require 
but little ballast and having no heavy 
top ham per can, If necessary to the 
trade, take on immense deck loads. 
In the lum ber traffic of the Pacific 
northw est w e find these vessels leav­ 
ing port w ith huge deck loads tow er­ 
ing ten to fifteen feet above the rail. 
Occasionally they get caught in a blow 
aud have to sacrifice a portion of the 
deck load, bu t w here one m eets such 
a m ishap dozens reach their designa­ 
tions safely and land their cargoes In­ 
tact.—Jam es G. McCurdy in Outing 
Magazine.
